1S TIE SOUL AN ENTITY ? 

There wana tinie—and not long ago— 
when questions concerning the sou’, 
the heurt, the spirit, were shilom ank eil 
People knew they hada body. They 
belleved, and religiou taught that th: re 
was soinethiog undying within the 
body—that when the body wai dust the 
soul livedon. But their leas of what it 
was, of how it existed nal what consti 
tuted the Interests of Its life after death 
were all vague—nolbing clear—nothing 
behind. And probably that was one of 
the reasons why people dreaded and 
feared death #o greatly. It was like 
golng lute a greal wea of gray mist 
where no object was clear to the per- 
cepllon—a sailing out upon the un- 
known. They held thelr loved one 
while they might on earth, and when 
ina moment's time the change came 
aud the eye gave buck no answering 
kinduess, and the hands no answering 
clasp, they antd, “We do not know 
where our dear ones are.’ Daughter 
and gov, father and mother, sinter, 
brother, husband, wife, frlend—they go 
away from us. We way good bye to 
them and we feel that we huve lost 
them. So one of the words used in 
connection with death waa the word 
“Jost.” We have lost our friend. 

Did It ever occur to you how sad that 
word Jost might be? There is an Infiu. 
fle sadvess In it when applied in this 
particular way. Youray, “I have lost 
my mother—{ have lost my friend.” 
How gad to lowe them. ‘To feel at frst 
that we bave them snd bold and Jove 
them, aud they glve us love for love, 
and ln one minute they go out from us. 
They do not anuwer ue. We may break 
our hearta above thelr graven—those 
whe could not bear io ave a tear dim- 
miag our eyes—to whom the quiver of 
the lip in grief would briog o sadness 
BO great that it folded us round with the 

almosphere uf their sympathy so pro- 
found and tender, and in just the min- 
ute Io which the change comen there 1s 
uo auawerlug touch of the cold bands, 
ho tear in the eyea wide open—that 
Kiza too much—snd then we say we 
have Jost them, 

“I have buried my friend.” Did you 
do W? How could you do It? Why, 
friend, could you bury ber love, could 


cold cruelly that sometimes springs up 
in the beart, and buries that which 
ought to be resurrected, but your friend, 
who cares for and remembers you, who 
You may 
bury the body, but it Ja not your friend. 
It Is what your friend lived Jn—no 


lovea you, you cannot bury. 


more than that. 


These sad, famillar words come back 


dn taking un these questions which seek 


to plerce the mist, to go beyond the 


gray vail--thls vail and change which 
men call death. 

When you ask if the soul is an entity 
we can ouly answer In the old stute- 
ment that man’s life is triune. ‘There 
la a sacred human trinlty, and the fhret 
of that trinity Is that which you see— 
the body—the outelde—the husk to the 
voru—the shell of the acorn—tbe shell 
whieh covers the young life of the bird 
—that whieh enfolda the rose of life 
when yet it la jn the bud, ere yet it bus 
towered. That ls the buman body—a 
garment, aud you are in lt, woven Into 
It through and through. low very 
difficult it js for some to escape. They 
cliug to it year afier yenar, and we can 
not uuderstnud how life can be pro- 
longed, They are so linmeshed in the 
Material structure that it seems impos- 
sible for them lo muke thelr escupe. 

Within this materi covering dwells 
the spirit, which 1 quite invisible to 
your materlal eyes (which are only 
fo med to see materin] things). Within 
thos, we say, is another life, and that Ia 
the Ife of the spirkt whieh is your 
trleud- thst the individua! That 
cannot be dissolved, it cannot be de 
wroyed, it enonot be couaumed, It 
grows r duel, puriied and beautiful in 
the progressive life of immortality, but 
It Ik deuthtens—it ds etermal. Phut will 
bear no truce of earthly deformity 
there.

Friends, do you remember, tome of 
you who bave listened to us before, that 
we have told you that you are destined 
to be beautifal sometime. Nature's 
splritunl heals al} beautiful. 
Toough we see here children and men 
and women who are pol lovely tu gaze 
upon, it is only because of arrested de- 
velopment—tevause of something In 
the life of the father or mother or of 
some other Individual that hag arrested 
ite pr gress toward the beautiful here 
ou -earth, and the consequence js n Cir- 
tain degree of physleal unloveliness. 

But the time will come when you 
leave this coverlug and then you cau 
ronud this elrele of aplritual fullaess 
and toveliness, and the only thing that 
obstructs you Is Chat which distorts the 
luelluatton, that fetters the moral cou 
itions, that binds aud holds you from

Is not thik a beautifal thing to be 
leve? Yuu may not believe it, but it ia 
reasonable, Wherever thero are cou 
ditlous of deformity phy-lcjans explain 
tbat it i+ because of arrested develop 
ment, Nature had her ides) and did 
her test to bulld it up, but under certain 
conditions of disease or Imperfection 
she could not do it. If this ia the Men 
of the physical things, why not say 
that it may be the tdea of the greater 
physleian In spiritual things? Friends, 
It Is true, whether you accept It or not 

Now thls spiritual entity is the real 
Individual, thb fs your friend, and this 
becomes dlsentanyled from the body at 
last and goes Into the laud where every- 
thing la adapted to ita conditions. Aw 
tlme goes on, un you mensure It, they 
do not say, “We grow older,” but they 
say, ‘We progress, wo grow more re- 
tined, sud we (Ind ourselves, as time 
goes on, blossoming, developing, refia- 
ing, becomlng radiant in the light of 
the everlasting.” 

Within this spiritual body of whieh 
wo have told you, this body which is 
the representation of the man or wo- 
man, thers inthe innermost. That in- 
uermost ia the soul, Now, if you wish 
to call the external spirit the soul, 
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and the soul the spirit, you have 

the samo right to do souas we huve to 

use the terma ng we do, but it seems to 
us most appropriate to use the termes In 
thla way, 

For instanoe, if a clairvoyant per- 
ceives a spirit with the spiritual vision, 
would it nat be most natural for him to 
claim, “I see a spirh?” rather than to 
say, “I see a sou)?" ‘The sentence itself 
seems sirange and unnatural, But te It 
ug natural if we have the aplritual vis 
ion within us to aay, “I Beo a spirit,” ns 
for you to suy, “I sea a Ilower or a tree.” 

la the long ago, when the disciples of 
Jesus were tossing to and fro on the 
waves in aship, and all around seemed 
dangerous, they looked out upon the 
waters, andl! Jesus was coming lo 
ward them, walking un the waters. 
Without contact with anything visible, 
they felt that It would be imposslble for 
the humun body to be so sustained, and 
wheu they saw this slrange clreum- 
stauce they sald one to another in fear 
and tremblipg. "It isa spirit.” Tt was 
as nalural for (hem as It ls for us now, 
Turvy did uot know how a miterlul

And yet let 
us tell you, that with all that wonder- 
fil and aleticate organism it ls some 
thing like u mechanical operation at 
trat, But the soulof the germ ln actlve 
and the spirit grows higher and better 
«Ule to operate for jiself, and tbe braln 
le something through or in which ft 
cperotes, So first fromthe brain, from 
the physical organization comes the 
4plrit—the Ilfe. ‘That it la that reasona, 
{hat reaches forward thiough endless 
‘ges. 

‘Do you remember that we have told 
you a great many times there ja a great 
difference between thoughts and Ideas. 
‘Thought Is the stir of the mind work- 
ing through the material mechanism; 
but an idea is an entity. An ideals the 
thing that can be grasped--s reality.

You may suppose there ls no wrath 
(hat is righteous, but we have seen ans 
ger that ly s good and glorlous thing. 
We have seen wrath which we have 
felt ike praising. If you thad cruelly 
and despotism your soul flames up luto 
au indlgustion which we sbould eall 
tighceuus wrath, 

But against whom or what should it 
be directed? If your wrath ls toward 
the individual, if you hate the person, 
It ia not rigbteous wrath; but if you 
hate the wrong that distorts the person, 
then it fe righteous wrath. Let your 
anger flume up agalost that hate, the 
cause of wrong; but uot that through 
whose Ignorance that wrong shows. 
Do you remember that most d sgraceful 
scene in Washblogton where n man was 
attacked by a brother man and caned 
before many witnesses, “Why,” they 
sald ‘will Sammer bear this most terri- 
ble lusuh? Will he bear all thl? He 
will shoot the man.” No, Charlea Nuin- 
ver, in the peculine majesty that marked 
the man, sald: “I will have my re- 
venge; not on the man, but on the Ju- 
alltution that made blt do this thing.” 

It lathe the ignorance that makes 
people do the wrong, that should rouse 
in you thls burning Indigaation, The 
righteous wrath flanies oul at the lusti- 
lutions that direct the wrong and the 
evil, but never, never let this wiath 
that devours tha soul ilamo out agaist 
thedudividual. That Is what we call 
ighteous wrath, With this explaua- 
tlon we turn to Cardinal Gibbon’s re- 
mark. 


Toe land In which we dwell to-day 
hagone eagle to tahe the place of many, 
and we pray for the time when that 
e»gle may bave change of heart.

Japanese Windows. 


Japanese rooms are lighted, not by glass 
windows, but by a kind of wooden grat- 
ing, over which a white paper is pasted on 
the outside. This paper diffuses the sun- 
light about the room very pleasantly, but 
it is not proof against rain; in rainy 
Weather, therefore, the shutters have to 
be put ur, which are used to close the ve- 
randa and house in the nighttime, and 
which are the only doors ina Japanese 
house that is theught necessary tu furnish 
mith a bolt. Aa the putting up and tak- 
ing down of these shutters is a matter de- 
manding some time, it is usual to have a 
small door made in them, which is called 
“the earthquake,” to provide meana of 
quick escape in case of emergency.— Dec- 
Grator and Furnisher.

end danger. A large number of tableta— 
nearly ten thousand—were found covered 
with inscriptions. The writing had been 
done on terra-cotta clay while it was soft, 
and the tablets, which were about a foot 
wuare, were then subjected to heat until 
hard!

One collection was com- 
menced by King Shalmanezer about 860 
B. C., and was largely increased by Sar- 
danapalus, his successor. Arter immense 
labor, the writing has been deciphered, 
and it Ís found that the tablets contain a! 
continued history of the reigas of these| 
Kings. ‘They also bear recorde of current 
traditions. Very remarkably, there are 
fwo records substantially confirming the 
Mosaic account of the Creation and the 
Deluge. 

The early history of Ninevah is involved 
in much obscurity, although there is rea 
son to think that it was one of the cities 
founded by colonists from Arabia during 
the later period of the Cushite civilization. 
It is mentioned by Herodotus, Strabo, and | 
other classical historians, in terms indicat. $ 
ing that the oricin to them was scarcely | 
known, and that its great antiquity was a 
matter beyond doubt. In yor B. C., when 
Nenophen led the too00 Greeks in that 
celebrated march which he recorded. he 
passed over the territory on which Nin- 
evah had stood. Alexinder the great, 
about seventy years later, fought the bat 
ue of Arbelu in the vicinity, and none of 
his historians mention the fact of the near 
ness of the site of the Assyrian Capi al 
to the place of conflict. What remains | 
have been since disclosed show a relation 
to the Phoenician type of architecture, 
which was derived, like the general cus- 
toms of 'hose commercial people, trom the 
ancient Arabians. 


Modern Cave-Dwellers. 

In Svuthern Chihuahua, Mexico, cave- 
dwellers are found in great abundance, 
and as wild as any of the Mexican tribes 
at the time of Cortez's conquest. The 
abodes they live in are exactly similar to 
the old, abandoned cliff dwellings of Ari- | 
zona and New Mk: xico, about which there 
has been much speculation. It was almost 
impossible, said Schwatka, to get near 
them, so wild and timid were they. Upon 
the approach of white people they fly to 
their caves by notched eticks placed 
against the face of the cliffs, if too steep, 
although they can ascend vertical stone 
faces, if there are the slightest crevices for 
fingers and toes. 

These cliff dwellers are sun worshippers, 
putting their new-born children out in the 
full rays of the sun the fi-st day of their 


lives, «nd showing many other forms « f 
devotion to the great luminary. They 
are usually tall, lean, and well formed, 
their skin being a blackish red, much 
nearer the color of the negro than the 
copper-colored Indian of the United 
States. 

Schwatka claims that nothing has here- 
tofore been known ab out these people ex 
cept by the half Indian mountain Mexi- 
cans, and thinks his investigation will be 
of immense anthropological and arch:vo- 
logical value. He estimates the cave and 
cliff dwellers to be from 3.000 to 12,000 ir. 
number. They are armed only with bows, 
arrows and stone hatcheta. 


Dust Particles in the Air. 

An ingenious method has been devised 
ty Mr. John Aitken for counting the dust 
particles in the atmosphere, Jt was found 
that when the moisture is condensed in a 
rarefied atmosphere, each raindrop has a 
dust particle for its necleus, so that by 
sweeping a measured portion of the air 
into an exhausted receiver, by means of 
pure air, and counting the number oi de- 
posited drops, it is casy to calculate the 
number of dust particles in a given vole 
ume of the impure air. The counting is 


managed by having the silver plate in the 
receiver divided into millimetre equares, 
so that it is only necessary to count the 
drops on one square millimetre, Mr. 
Aitken showed that the air of a hall con- 
tained 400000 particles to the cubic centi- 
metre, while a specimen of air taken near 
the roof of the hall gave 3,500,000 to the 
cubi: centimetre. In Edinburgh, on a 
fine day after snow, the number of dust 
particles in the cubic centimetre was 75,- 
ooo, but in pure country air the number ts 
often as low as 5,000.

fact, if we take care of our life death will 
take care of itself. But this ie not satis: 
factory to people who are disposed to think 
out problems which concern themselves. 
Moreover, if we lived in a natural state, 
in which, excepting accidents, old age was 
the usual preparation for a peaceful end, 
the subject would perhaps admit of less 
speculation. But considering that a vast 
Proportion of people die of disease, and 
are likely to do so as long as we live ina 
state of pinchbeck civilization, where the 
evils of unnatural social conditions are in- 
tensitied by unsound principles of medicine, 
the subject assumes greater importance. 
Death to most people is an evil to be avoid- 
ed, a devil to be cheated, a horror too great 
be contemplated, instead of being a 
legitimate and desirable termination of a 
completed life, in the same manner as sleep 
is the looked-for end of a day's work. 

This horror of death and the relegation 
of any discussion thereof to the shelt of 
forbidden topics are the natural ontcome 
of its association with disease. In a 
matural death there is no disease. The 
tlame of life has done its work sọ far as the 
individual is concerned,and peacetully ex 
pires. We believe that the elder Pjiny, 
from much observation, made the remark 
that the moment of death was the most 
pleasurable moment of life ; and certainly 
if we may judge from the expression of a 
face after death, there is much to lead one 
to think that the opinion is justified. 

People would do well to arrange for 
their death as part of the plan of their lives. 
One makes one’s bed in the morning in or- 
der that one may sleep there in the evening. 
There is no sorrow in this; it is part and 
parcel of a normal existence. But if one’s 

and one’s sleep are associated with 
disease thence comes a horror thereof, If 
there is one principle which more than 
another one would like to eee revived, it 
lies in the old Brahminical tenet that all 
disease was impurity, and was to be re- 
garded as such. All disease, doubtless, is 
impurity, or rather is due tonon-purity of 
the blood. The fault, the responsibility 
for this, lics somewhere, though not 
necessarily with the individual affected. 

Death itself has nothing dreadful or sor- 
rowvful—at least to the person principally 
concerned-about it. The deaths of those 
who have passed away quietly, in full pos- 
session of their faculties, are characterised 
by a peaceful calm and resignation, not the 
calm or resignation of one who has made up 
his mind for the worst, but the accep'ance 
of what is right and proper—a condition no 
more unpleasurable than, and very come 
parable to the intelligent semi-conscious- 
ness which precedes sleep —Tocsin.

Dr. Kaiser, the attend- 
ing physician pronounced the case a criti- 
cal one, and death ensued in lese than 
twelve hours.

Iu 1809, twelve new cratere opened 
about half way down the mountaln,

Torreuts of burniug mat- 
ter, discharged with the greatest force 
from the interior of the volcano, Hlumt 
uated the horizon to a great extent, and 
apread terror aud desth in all directtous. 

In 1852. an eruption took place, which 
lasted eight mouths. Two new mouths 
opened on the eastern Iink of tbe 
mountain, from which vast streams of 
lava igsued. One of these streams was 
two miles broad and 170 feet deep. It 
moved at the rate of t90 feet an bour, 
and when it descended over abrupt clits 
ou the mountalu-sides, it formed flery 
cascades.

RUINS OF THEBES. 

The elty of Thebes, the capital of Up- 
per Egypt, Is one of the oldest eltlea In 
the world. Its rulns are about 450 miles 
from Cairo. Accordlag to Strabo, the 
chy extended on both sides of the Nile. 
Itte about equal In extent to the site of 
ancient Rome or modern Paris. The 
eastern quarter of this auc.eot celty cou- 
tained the mass of population, while 
tbe western side was covered wlth cem- 
ples aud palaces, with aveuues of 
sphinxes, aud the rock-cut tombs of the 
kings, the whole in grandeur almost 
ec Ipsing all that art and power have 
sincs that time produced. 

The greatness of Thebes was known 
to Homer, who sjeiks of its hundred 
gates and 20,000 war cłsa-iots. One of 
tbe kings took the field with 600,000 
iufantry, 34,000 cavalry, and 37 000 war- 
ebarivts.

the city by Ptolemy Lathyrus (86 B. C).

Tue priuciple of the B-othsrhvod of 
Humanity is oue of eternal truths that 
govern the world’s progress ou lines 
which distinguish human nature from 
brute nature.

But iu striving to apply this nobler 
and wiser principle to the complex cou- 
ditlons of modern life, we auvocate no 
sudden or ill considered changes; we 
make no war upon individuals; we do 
not censure those who have accumulst- 
ed immenee fortunes simply by carry- 
ing to a logical end the false principles 
on which busines: Is now bused. 

The combinations, trusts and syndi- 
cates of which the people at present 
complain demonstrate the practivability 
of our basic principle of association. 
We merely seek to push the principle a 
little further and have all Industries ope 
rated 1D the Interest of ali by the na- 
tlon—the people organized--ihe o ganic 
uulty of the whole people. 

The present industrial system proves 
itself wrong by tbe inmense wrongs it 
produces; it proves itself abuurd by the 
immense waste of energy and materis) 
whicb i3 admitted to be its coucomit- 
sot. Against this system we raise our 
protest; fur the abolition of the slavery 
it bas wrought and would perpetuate, 
we pledge our best efforts.
